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The  British  piblic  is  developing  a  real  liking  for  American  grape- 
fruit  and  despite  its  price  there  seems  no  doubt  that  the  demand  will  con- 
tinue to  increase,  according  to  a  report  received  in  the  Department  of 
Agriculture  from  X.  A.  Bgerton,  .American  Consular  Clerk  at  London.  British- 
imports  of  grapefrv.it  from  the  United  States  during  1924  were  more  than 
double  those  in  1923,  and  1925  imports,  judging  from  United  States  export 
figures,  should  prove  to  be  nearly  treble  those  in  1924.     Bxports  from  the 
United  States  to  British  markets  during  19^5  amounted  to  141,300  boxes 
valued  at  $549,901  as  compared  with  47,720  boxes  value!  at  5158,056  during 
1924. 

British  import  figures  for  1923  and  1924,  as  shown  on  the  accompany- 
ing chart,  should  be  discounted  by  about  a  third,  as  probably  a  third  of 
the  imports  in  those  years  shown  as  from  the  United  State    consisted  of 
Isle  of  Pines  fruit  shipped  via  iJew  York,     .allowance  for  cnis  fact  brings 
out  clearly  the  increase  in  1925  American  shipments  to  the  British  market. 
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Consumption  of  all  grapefruit  in  the  United  Kingdom,  increase-1 
about  63  per  cent  in  1924  compared  with  that  for  1923,  total  imports 
having  amounted  to  31,000  cwts .   #50,000  "boxes  of  70  pounds  each  net 
weight)  as  against  50,000  cwts.   (80,000  boxes)  the  year  before.  The 
increase  in  imports  was  accounted  for  almost  entirely  by  fruit  from 
the  United  States,  this  country  being  listed  as  supplying  56  per  cent 
of  the  .total  in  1S23  and  72  per  cent  of  .the  total  in  1924.    While  the 
Isle  of  Fines  supplied  some  of  this  fruit  the  increase  was  from  larger 
shipments  of  the  American  grown  product.    The  British  West  Indies  and 
South  African  were  practically  the  only  other  countries  from  which 
grapefruit  was  imported  and  the  quantities  were  relatively  small.
